Saturday night, a very genteel and pretty numerous audience. The 
circumstance of Miss Parox and Miss M. Tree appearing as the 
Countess and Susanna, of course, had its attraction. These young 
ladies distinguished themselves greatly in the songs, as well as by their 
acting. The letter-duet was effectively sung ; but we take the liberty 
¢o observe, that it might have been given with more accordance of 
tone. The beauty of duet-singing lies in the voices assimilating as far 
as possible in quality, and in neither beingexerted so as to overwhelm 
the other. Mr. Pearman as Figaro sung and acted very well. The 
eharacter in his hands, has, as may be supposed, nothing of the buffoon 
init. Mr, Fawcerr was very entertaining in 4ntonto. Miss Brav- 
uonr makes a pretty Cherubino ; but not so arch a one as Mrs. Cuat- 
TERLEY. The other parts were well sustained ; and the Opera, although 
susceptible of improvement, went off very pleasantly.

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DREADFUL ACCIDENT. 

NEWCASTLE THEATRE, Feb, 20—Extract of a Letter—‘ It is with 
much pain that I acquaint you with the following calamitous accident, which 
took place at our Theaire here yesterday evening. Shortly after the com- 
inencement of the second act of ‘* Tom and Jerry,’’ one of the gas-lights in 
the third box from the Stage, onthe right side of the house, by some mis- 
chance, had set fire to the wood-work that enclosed the pipe. The consequence 
2n immediate and very w measured alarm of * Fire !’’ pervaded the house, 
particularly the gallery, which, unfortunately, was very much crowded. Not- 
withstanling it was soon apparent to the company in the boxes and the pit, 
(both which places were but thinly filled) that there was little or no danger to 
be apprehended, the people were not to be tranquillized. Considerable efforts 
were made from the Stage, t8o0, to persuade them, thatif they would but pa- 
tiently wait avery short time, they would see every thing restored to. order. 
All in vain—a deaf ear was turned to the judicious advice given to them—and 
with a tremendous rush, they strucgled for egress. Woefully distressing was 
the result :—Hight individuais were literally trodden to death! ‘These ate 
two young women of the names of Green and Johnson, a Mrs. Riddell Robson 
(the wife of a respectable builder, who himself escaped with some very terrible 
bruises) a fine youth, aged about fourteen, son to Mr. Wilkinson, the veteri- 
hary surgeon, a young man of the name of Handasyde, aged about cighteen, 
son to Mr, H. the bookbinder ; an elderly person of the name of Edwards, a 
cellerman to Messrs. Laidler and Co, spirit dealers; a person of the name of 
Heaton, belonging to Gateshead : and a stranger, a stout man, apparently 
between forty and fifty years of age. Of course, several are wounded, 
have not learnt the exaci number ; bui 1 would fain persuade myself, from what 
I have heard, that the casualties that way are fewer than might have been ex- 
pected, where so many lives have been lost. Altogether, it is a most me-~ 
lancholy affair ; and the sombre impression it has made generally on the in- 
habitants, evinces the deep feeling and sympathy of the town on the distressing

state of mind, in consequence of what has happene.l. 
prietors of the Theatre is summoned for three o'clock this afternoon; but as 
the post sets out at two, I canuot possibly transmit any ace ount of their pro- 
seedings. ‘It is naturally inferre, that though the season is scarcely. half over, 
the Theatre will not be opened again ill next winter. A Coroner's inquest is 
now sitting over the bodies of the unfortunate persons, who lost their lives ir 
the way previously recited.” 

Audiences derive from this sad event, 2 usefnl lesson on the danger 
arising from yieldins to sudden alarm. ‘Vie only p-ril to be incurred, 
in almost any theatre, is that produced by a rush. Firs, in our great 
Theatres cau hardly reach the audience part, before they could make 


a deliberate retreat.
